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Disaster Assistance for Illinois 


Announcement of Allocation of Funds for Repair of 
Damage Caused by Heavy Rains and Flooding. 
August 30, 1969 


The President today declared a major disaster for 
Illinois because of damage resulting from heavy rains and 
flooding in southern and western portions of the State, 
_ beginning June 29. 

In signing the declaration, the President allocated an 
initial $500,000 for such Federal assistance as repair or 
replacement of public property damaged or destroyed. 

The President’s action follows a request by Governor 
Richard Ogilvie and inspection of the affected areas by 
State-Federal teams. The Governor stated that dam- 
ages from current floods are beyond the capabilities of 
State and local resources, depleted by earlier floods, neces- 
sitating the Federal assistance provided today. 

Illinois earlier was allocated $500,000 in President 
Nixon’s disaster declaration of June 6 for damage caused 
by spring floods. The State also was included in “Opera- 
tion Foresight,” a massive flood preventive program 
ordered by the President covering 25 States with total 
funds expended of over $20 million. 

Today’s allocation is from the President’s Disaster 
Fund, as provided by the Federal Disaster Act (Public 
Law 81-875). It will be administered by the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness regional headquarters in Battle 
Creek, Mich.

Disaster Assistance for Ohio 


Announcement of Allocation of Additional Funds 
for Repair of Damage Caused by Severe Floods 
and Tornadoes. August 30, 1969 


The President today allocated to Ohio an additional 
$1 million for such Federal assistance as health and sani- 
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tation measures and the repair or replacement of public 
property damaged or destroyed by severe floods and tor- 
nadoes in early July. 

Today’s action follows a July 15 major disaster declara- 
tion by the President, made at the request of Governor 
James A. Rhodes. Federal funds allocated to the State 
for this disaster by the President thus far amounts to $2 
million. 

The money is authorized by the Federal Disaster Act 
(Public Law 81-875) and it will be administered by 
the Office of Emergency Preparedness regional head- 
quarters in Olney, Md.

Disaster Assistance for Vermont 


Announcement of Allocation of Funds for Repair of 
Damage Caused by Severe Weather and Floods. 
August 30, 1969 


The President today declared a major disaster for 
Vermont because of damage resulting from severe weather 
and floods in the State beginning July 29. 

In signing the declaration, the President allocated an 
initial $200,000 for such Federal assistance as repair or 
replacement of public property damaged or destroyed. 

The President’s action follows a request by Governor 
Deane C. Davis and inspection of the affected areas by 
State-Federal disaster teams. The Governor said that 
the magnitude of the disaster precludes total recovery 
with State and local funds and resources. State agencies, 
including the National Guard, State Health and Highway 
Departments, and State Civil Defense are assisting local 
officials in the affected areas. 

The funds allocated today are authorized by the Fed- 
eral Disaster Act (Public Law 81-875), and will be 
administered by the Office of Emergency Preparedness. 
The OEP Regional Office in Maynard, Mass., is c0- 
ordinating Federal assistance efforts in the storm and 
flood damaged areas.

The President’s Remarks Upon Arrival in 
Colorado Springs To Address the National Governors’ 
Conference. September 1, 1969 


General McKee, Governor Love, Senator Allott, Senator 
Dominick, all the distinguished guests, and all of this 
wonderful crowd here in Colorado Springs: 


Mrs. Nixon and I wish to express our appreciation for 
your wonderful welcome on this beautiful day. General 
McKee told me the weatherman was cooperating as usual, 
that the storm would wait until after we had completed 
our inspection, and he was right. 

But we do want you to know that as the plane was 
circling the area to come down for its landing, we saw 
all the cars parked and we realized what a chore it really 
is for people to get in their cars, drive to the airport, walk 
to the area where you now stand, and stand there for half 
an hour beforehand, or longer. 


The General says some were here at 8:30 this morning. 
We thank all of you, whenever you came, for giving us 
such a wonderful welcome to Colorado. 

As you know, we are here for two purposes: One, the 
Governors Conference tonight, where I will have the op- 
portunity to meet with Governor Love and his colleagues 
at this very, very important meeting of all the Governors 
of all the States; and second, for the purpose of inspecting 
the NORAD establishment here in Colorado Springs. 


I simply want to say one thing to all of you before 
we go on for the inspection, and that is this: As you know, 
we returned just a few weeks ago from a trip that took 
us around the world after the astronaut landing in the 
Pacific. We saw many great cities. We saw also many 
magnificent crowds. And we have a great respect for all 
of the nations abroad that we visited, for the Continent of 
Asia and for the Continent of Europe, Africa, whatever 
the case may be. 

But as I stand here in Colorado Springs, here where we 
have represented the United States of America and 
Canada, I simply want to say that those of us who have 
the privilege of living in the North American Continent 
are indeed fortunate. 

This is a great country. It is the country of hope for 
many people all over the world. We only trust that we 
will be worthy of those hopes in all the years ahead; hopes 
for peace, hopes for new roads to progress and prosperity, 
hopes that all of you have for your children and for the 
future. 

Again, we thank you very much for welcoming us to 
Colorado Springs. As a matter of fact, we receive such a 
wonderfully warm welcome every time we come, we 
always want to come back. We will be back again.

We 
have been discussing, in all the conferences that I know 
about, the problems of strengthening the States and re- 
vitalizing our Federal system, and we are most heartened 
with the recent program pronouncements that you have 
made. I think I can speak for all of us in saying, we pledge 
to you our complete support in the goals that you have 
enunciated. 

We wish for you and to you and your leadership for 
our beloved Nation, continued success and progress. 

Ladies and gentlemen, the President of the United 
States. 


THE PresweENT. Governor Love, Mrs. Love, and all 
of the distinguished Governors and their guests and our 
guests tonight: 


I very much appreciated those very warm words and 
the welcome that I have received, along with my wife, on 
this occasion. 

Naturally, after hearing such words, I tend to think of 
the last time I attended a Governors’ Conference, and 
none of you were there. Because I understand that the 
senior Governor of all the Governors here is the Gover- 
nor of the State of New York, Nelson Rockefeller, and I 
know where he was in 1954—he was in Washington with 
me. 

At that time you will remember that we developed the 
Federal highway program and President Eisenhower had 
a death in his family, and I had the responsibility of going 
to the Governors’ Conference, which was held in New 
York State that year, and presenting that program, the 
Federal highway program. 

So it has been 15 years since the Governors have invited 
me back. I appreciate being invited back. We have a very 
high regard for Governors in this administration. We 
have a Governor as Vice President. We have three Gov- 
ernors in the Cabinet, and certainly if any Governors are 
interested in other positions, we have those, too. 

So tonight I could talk about Governors, as I will a 
little later when we get into what I understand is the 
formal speech that you have to listen to. 

I think that on this occasion that all of you would agree 
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that perhaps a brief remark with regard to others who 
are so responsible for our success might be in order. 

I have been sitting here at a table with the wife of the 
Governor of Colorado on one side and the wife of the 
Governor of Virginia on the other. In a completely bi- 
partisan way, I have learned, really again, how much 
the First Ladies of the States and the First Ladies in our 
families mean to any man in a political career. 

I was talking to Mrs. Love. I tried to get in on some of 
her secrets. I said, “What do you do when somebody 
calls, and the man is sitting right there, and says, ‘Is he 
in?” 

She is a very smart wife, I can assure you. She said, “I 
begin by saying, he is not. Who is calling?” If it is a dumb 
wife, she says, “Who is calling?” and then says, “He is 
not in.” 

Virtually all of the wives here have to be of very great 
intelligence to know how to handle those calls. Of course 
that is only the smaller part of it; the correspondence, 
making the arrangements for such a beautiful party like 
this, and then having those two delightful children—I say 
children, teenagers—hand out the favors for the evening. 

I know and you know, as Governors, how much time 
went into planning this party, and I think that all of the 
wives deserve our special appreciation. They deserve our 
appreciation for first being married to a man who is in 
politics. That is hard enough. 

Then they deserve appreciation for the fact that they 
have campaigned with us through the years. I say that for 
our Republican and Democratic colleagues here tonight 
because, believe me, the lot of man is hard enough. He has 
to make all those speeches. The wife has to listen to them, 
and that is harder. 

But in any event, above everything else, we all know, 
apart from the listening to the speeches and the handling 
of the social engagements and the handling of the corre-

spondence and picking up that telephone, our wives in a 
very special way in America today have a life all their 
own. They are the ones who attend functions that we 
are unable to attend and functions on their own. 

They stimulate activities and interests in Government 
and really give heart to the First Family, give heart by 
their sympathy and interest in all of the problems of 
State. 

So you see what I am trying to get at. I could propose 
a toast tonight to the Governors, but I think that at this 
beautiful dinner and on an occasion when we all realize 
how much we owe to our wives who have served in s0 
many ways in our campaigns, that we should think of 
them. 

I recall the book that I wrote—incidentally, I will 
never write another one—but I recall the book that | 
wrote and I dedicated it in the flyleaf, ““To Pat, she always 
ran.” That was after the election of 1960. If you think it 
is hard when you win, you should think how hard it is 
when you lose. 

So what I am simply saying tonight, with a full heart, 
I know all of you will join me in raising our glasses to the 
First Ladies of the 50 States. 

Governor Love. And to the First Lady of the United 
States. 

THE PRESIDENT. Just so we don’t show any discrimi- 
nation, because we must have equality of opportunity for 
all, I think we ought to drink to the outgoing Chairman of 
the Governors’ Conference, Governor Ellington. 

I don’t know how the votes are coming out, but I have 


a few proxies in my pocket. I think we will drink to the 
incoming Chairman, Governor Love.

NATIONAL GOVERNORS’ CONFERENCE 


The President’s Remarks to the Governors Meeting at Colorado Springs. 


September 1, 1969 


Vice President and Mrs. Agnew, Governor Ellington, Governor Love, 
all of the distinguished Governors and their First Ladies who are here, 
and all the distinguished members of this audience: 


I first want to express my appreciation to Governor Ellington for 
his eloquent introduction and very generous introduction, and I hope 
that in my remarks tonight I can respond in the same spirit. 

I also want to express my appreciation to the Governors of the 
50 States for their service to this Nation, whether they be Republicans 
or Democrats, for inviting me to address them on this occasion. 

I speak somewhat with humility whenever I address a group of 
Governors. If you will permit a personal reference at the outset, as 
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many of you are aware, I have run for many offices in my political 
career. Twenty-three years ago I ran for the House and 4 years later 
for the Senate, and then for Vice President and then for President, and 
then for Governor and then for President. The only office that I have 
sought and have never won is that of Governor, so, therefore, I respect 
the Governors who are here tonight. 

To show that respect, as a demonstration of it, we have in our 
administration not only the Vice President, who served as the Governor 
of Maryland, but three other members of the Cabinet, who hold their 
respective posts with great distinction. 

I suppose that one of the reasons this administration feels so 
strongly about the relationships between the Federal Government and 
the various States, the necessity to have a new relationship to which I 
will refer tonight, is that we have that strong representation, the strong 
voice of those who have served as Governors and who, therefore, know 
what the problems are. 

We are meeting here tonight at a time of great and fundamental 
change in America—of changes more far-reaching than have ever been 
seen in the span of a single lifetime. 

These changes summon all of us—the Federal Government, the 
States, the counties, cities, and towns—each person everywhere—to a 
high adventure in human advancement. 

We stand on the threshold of a time when the impossible becomes 
possible—a time when we can choose goals that, just a generation ago, 
would have seemed as unreachable as the moon seemed to be unreach- 
able then. We can reach those goals. 

The Spirit of Apollo gave us a brief, glittering glimpse of how far 
we can stretch. Thousands of minds, thousands of hands, all were mar- 
shaled in selfless dedication in achieving a great human dream—and 
the dream came true. 

Today, we in America can afford to dream—but we have to put 
drive behind those dreams. 

This requires that we turn—now—to a new strategy for the seven- 
ties—one that enables us to command our own future by commanding 
the forces of change. 

Only 7 years from now, in 1976, America will celebrate its 200th 
birthday as a nation. So let us look ahead to that great anniversary in 
the Spirit of Apollo—and discover in ourselves a new Spirit of *76. 

Let us resolve that what we can do, we will do. 

When a great nation confronts its shortcomings, not angrily, but 
analytically; when it commits its resources, not wantonly but wisely; 
when it calms its hatreds, masters its fears, and draws together in a spirit 
of common endeavor, then the forces of progress are on the march. 

The central race in the world today is neither an arms race nor a 
space race. It is the race between man and change. The central question 

is whether we are to be the master of events, or the pawn of events. 

If we are to win this race, our first need is to make Government 
governable. 





When the new administration took office last January, we confronted 
a set of hard and unpleasant facts. I cite these facts not in a partisan way; 
they are not the fault of any one administration or of any one party. 
Rather, they are part of our common experience as a people, the result 
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of an accumulating failure of Government over the years to come to grips 
with a future that soon overtook it. 

We confronted a legacy of Federal deficits that has added $58 
billion to the burden of public debt in the past 10 years. 

We confronted the fact that State and local governments were 
being crushed in a fiscal vise, squeezed by rising costs, rising demands 
for services, exhaustion of revenue sources. 

We confronted the fact that in the past 5 years the Federal Gov- 
ernment alone has spent more than a quarter of a trillion dollars on 
social programs—over $250 billion. Yet far from solving our problems, 
these expenditures had reaped a harvest of dissatisfaction, frustration, 
and bitter division. 

Never in human history has so much been spent by so many for 
such a negative result. The cost of the lesson has been high, but we have 
learned that it is not only what we spend that matters; but how we 
spend it. 

Listen to Professor Peter Drucker analyze the problem of Govern- 
ment today: “There is mounting evidence that Government is big rather 
than strong; that it is fat and flabby rather than powerful; that it costs 
a great deal but does not achieve much. . . . Indeed, Government is 
sick—and just at the time when we need a strong, healthy, and vigorous 
Government.” 

The problem has not been a lack of good intentions, and not merely 
a lack of money. Methods inherited from the thirties proved to be out of 
date in the sixties. Structures put together in the thirties broke down 
under the load of the sixties. 

Overcentralized, overbureaucratized, the Federal Government be- 
came unresponsive as well as inefficient. 

In their struggle to keep up, States and localities found the going 
increasingly difficult. 

In the space of only 10 years, State and local expenditures rose by two 
and a half times—from $44 billion in 1958 to $108 billion in 1968. 
States alone have had to seek more than 200 tax increases in the past 
8 years. 

You know—you as Governors—and I know, that simply piling tax 
on tax is not the long-range solution to the problems we face together. 

We have to devise a new way to make our revenue system meet the 
needs of the seventies. We have to put the money where the problems 
are, and we have to get a dollar’s worth of return for a dollar spent. 

Our new strategy for the seventies begins with the reform of gov- 
ernment: 

—Overhauling its structure; 

—Pruning out those programs that have failed or that have out- 

lived their time; 

—Ensuring that its delivery systems actually deliver the intended 

services to the intended beneficiaries ; 

—Gearing its programs to the concept of social investment; 


—Focusing its activities not only on tomorrow, but on the day after 
tomorrow. 


This must be a cooperative venture among governments at all levels, 
because it centers on what I have called the “New Federalism”’—in 
which power, funds, and authority are channeled increasingly to those 
governments that are closest to the people. 
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The essence of the New Federalism is to help regain control of our 
national destiny by returning a greater share of control to State and 
local governments and to the people. 


This in turn requires constant attention to raising the quality of 
government at all levels. 


The new strategy for the seventies also requires a strategy for peace— 
and I pledge to you tonight that we will have an effective strategy for 
peace. 


Let me tell you what that strategy means and what it does not mean. 
It means maintaining defense forces strong enough to keep the peace, 
but not allowing wasteful expenditures to drain away resources we need 
for progress. 

It means limiting our commitments abroad to those we can pru- 
dently and realistically keep. It means helping other free nations main- 
tain their own security, but not rushing in to do for them what they can 
and should do for themselves. 

It does not mean laying down our leadership. It does not mean 
abandoning our allies. It does mean forging a new structure of world 
stability in which the burdens as well as the benefits are fairly shared— 
a structure that does not rely on the strength of one nation but that 
draws strength from all nations. 


An effective strategy for peace abroad makes possible an effective 
strategy for meeting our domestic problems at home. To place this new 
domestic strategy in concrete terms, I would like to cite a few examples 
of changes we in the new administration have made or proposed since 
taking office. 


We have proposed, as all of you know, because you have discussed 
it in this Conference, the first major reform of welfare in the history of 
welfare. 


This would abolish the discredited Aid to Families With Dependent 
Children program, and launch in its place a new system that for the 
first time would ensure a minimum income for every family with de- 
pendent children—and at the same time provide a coordinated structure 
of work requirements, work incentives, and training designed to move 
people off the welfare rolls and onto payrolls in the United States. 


Now I realize that some object to some of these proposals—under- 
standably—as seeming to favor one region over another, or because they 
give the rich States more or less than they give to poorer States. I 
considered these arguments, rejected them, because, as Buford Ellington 
indicated in his introduction, we are one country. We must think in terms 
of the people and their needs—wherever they are. We must meet our 
problems where the problems are. Because, unless we act to meet the 
problems of human need in the places where they exist, the problems 
and troubles of rural America today will be the problems of urban 
America tomorrow. 


Consider for a moment the name of this Nation: the United States 
of America. We establish minimum national standards because we are 
united; we encourage local supplements because we are a federation of 
States; and we care for the unfortunate because this is America. 

We have proposed the first major restructuring of food programs 
for the needy in the history of food programs. 
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Let’s face it; for years, food programs were designed as much to get 
rid of surplus commodities as to feed hungry people, and now, for the 
first time, we propose that every American family shall have the resources, 
in food stamps, commodities, and other assistance, to obtain a minimum 
nutritious diet, with free food stamps for those with very low incomes. 

We have declared the first 5 years of a child’s life to be a period of 
special and specific Federal concern. 

New knowledge recently acquired has shown that these earliest, 
formative years are crucial to a child’s later development. Yet with only 
random exceptions, no provision has previously been made to ensure 
the welfare of children during these years. With an eye to the next 
generation, we have made it our business to fill this void. 

We have proposed the first major reform of the income tax system 
in nearly 20 years, to remove millions of the poor from the tax rolls 
entirely, to close loopholes that have allowed many of the rich to escape 
any taxation at all, and to make the entire structure more balanced and 
more equitable. 

We have proposed the most fundamental reform of the unemploy- 
ment insurance system in the history of unemployment insurance. 

We have proposed the first reform in the fiscal structure of federalism 
since the 1930’s. 

In proposing to begin the sharing of Federal tax revenues with the 
States—to be spent as the States see fit—we are putting our money where 
our principles are. The power to tax is the power to destroy; but the 
sharing of tax revenues provides the power to build. 

We have proposed, for the first time in history, a comprehensive and 
effective delegation of Federal programs to State and local management. 

The Comprehensive Manpower Act would turn over to State and 
local direction a major Federal program which clearly has to be nation- 
wide in scope and federally funded, but which can most effectively be 
managed at the State and local level. 

We have begun the first overall reform of the organization of the 
Federal Government since the Hoover Commission. 


By establishing common headquarters and common regional 
boundaries for the various Federal agencies, we have made decentralized 
administration possible—and made it possible for Governors and mayors 
to do their business with those agencies at one time and in one place. 

In speaking to one of the Governors tonight, Governor Rhodes 
of Ohio, he mentioned the fact that in his State, for some Federal 
programs, the welfare programs, approximately 40 percent of the payroll 
was for the purpose of filling out the Federally required forms. 

Let me say that we would welcome from the Governors your sug- 
gestions as to how we can reduce that kind of a load that has been 
imposed upon you by the Federal Government. 

For the first time, machinery has been created to raise the problems 
of the cities and the problems of the environment to the level of formal, 
interdepartmental, Cabinet-level concern, with the creation of an Urban 
Affairs Council and the Council on Environment. 

For the first time, machinery has been created within the White 
House for a coordinated system of forward planning of needs and re- 
sources. With establishment of the National Goals Research Staff, we 
have built into the budgetary and program operations of the National 
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Government a systematic assessment of future needs and the resources 
available for meeting those needs. 

There is another reform I have asked for, and to which I attach 
special priority as a matter of the highest principle: reform of the draft. 

Until peacetime conditions make a shift to an all-volunteer armed 
force possible—and while the draft remains necessary—it is imperative 
that we make it as nearly fair as possible, and that we reduce to a mini- 
mum the unnecessarily long period of uncertainty that now hangs over 
the lives of millions of our young people. We shall have some directives 
that will be issued in the very near future that will accomplish some 
of those results. 

In summary, the 24 legislative proposals—the major ones—that I 
have sent to Congress, have also included proposals ranging from an over- 
haul of foreign aid to the most wide-ranging reform of the postal service 
in history; from a new program of mass transit aid to new measures for 
the combatting of narcotics, pornography, and organized crime. 

Taken together, these measures are sweeping in their implications. 
I admit, too, they are controversial as any new programs are. They also 
represent fundamental new directions in national policy. But to those 
who say they are controversial, to those who criticize them for what they 
are, I make this one suggestion: We have been on a road for a long time 
that is leading us to disaster, and when you are on the wrong road, the 
thing to do is get off and get onto a new road and a new progress. 

These programs represent a comprehensive, concerted effort to make 
Government work ; to make it work fairly; to make it responsive; and to 
gear it to the early anticipation of emerging needs, rather than belated 
response to crises that could have been avoided. 

Now I would like for all of us to look at these measures in a 
larger framework. 

Exactly 4 months from today, we will enter the decade of the 
seventies. As we look ahead toward that 200th anniversary of American 
independence in 1976, we have a target to shoot for. 

What kind of a nation we will be on that momentous anniversary 
is ours to determine by what we do or fail to do now. 

As conditions are changing, so we must change. 

The reforms I have proposed in these legislative recommendations 
are not partisan changes. They are positive changes. They have no 
special constituency of region or c!.ss or interest group. Their constituency 
is tomorrow. 

It already is painfully clear that many hard choices will have to 
be made. Dreams of unlimited billions of dollars being released once the 
war in Vietnam ends are just that—dreams. True, there will be addi- 
tional money, but the claims on it already are enormous. There should 
be no illusion that what some call the “peace and growth dividend” 
will automatically solve our national problems, or release us from the 
need to establish priorities. 

There are hard budget and tax decisions ahead. These involve your 
interests as Governors; they involve the interests of all of us as citizens. 

In order to find the money for new programs, we are going to have 
to trim it out of old ones. This is one reason why I regard the reforms 
I have proposed as essential. We can no longer afford the luxury of 
inefficiency in government. We cannot count on good money to bail us 
out of bad ideas. 
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Equally important, continued improvement of governments at the 
State and local levels is essential to make these new concepts work. 

If the delegation of funds and authority to the State and local gov- 
ernments under the Comprehensive Manpower Act is successful, this 
can then be a model for more delegations in the future. But we can 
only toss the ball; the States and localities have to catch it and they have 
to carry it. 

I am confident that you can. 


For a long time, as all of us know, the phrase “States’ rights” was 
often used as an escape from responsibility—as a way of avoiding a 
problem, rather than of meeting a problem. 

But that time has passed. 


I can assure you of this: We are not simply going to tell you the 
States have a job to do; we are going to help you find the funds, the 
resources, to do that job well. 

We are not simply going to lecture you on what you should do. We 
are going to examine what we can do together. 

One of the key points I want to make tonight is, in a sense, very 
similar to one I made on my recent visits to our NATO partners and 
to our friends in Asia. Washington will no longer try to go it alone; 
Washington will no longer dictate without consulting. A new day has 
come, in which we recognize that partnership is a two-way street, and 
if the partnership is to thrive, that street has to be traveled—both ways. 

This poses a new challenge to the States—not only to administer 
programs, but to devise programs; not only to employ resources, but 
to choose the things for which they should be used. 


In my talks with many Governors and other State officials, I have 
found them ready to rise to that challenge. And I have become con- 
vinced that States today are ready for a new role. 


The New Federalism also recognizes the role of people—of indi- 
viduals doing and caring and sharing. The concept of voluntary action, 
of community action, of people banding together in a spirit of neigh- 
borliness to do those things which they see must be done, is deeply rooted 
in America’s character and tradition. As we have swept power and 
responsibility to Washington, we have undercut this tradition. Yet when 
it comes to helping one another, Washington can never bring to the 
task the heart that neighbors can. Washington can never bring the 
sensitivity to local conditions, or the new sense of self-importance that 
a person feels when he finds that some one person cares enough to help 
him individually. 

In encouraging a new birth of voluntary action, I intend to look not 
only to the Federal Government, but also to the States, for inspiration 
and encouragement. Each State has its own pattern of experience, its 
own examples of how people have successfully helped people. By shar- 
ing these examples, they can be multiplied. 

As we look toward 1976 and beyond, our range of possible choices 
is truly breathtaking: how we manage our growing abundance, how we 
make real our ideals of full opportunity, how we clean up our air and 
our water, how we balance our systems of transportation, how we expand 


our systems of education and health care—the list could go on and on 
indefinitely. 
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As only one dimension to the new tasks we face, the best estimates 
are that America’s population will increase by 100 million between now 
and the year 2000—30 years from now. This means that 30 years from 
now there will be half again as many people in America as there are 
today. It means that in this short span of time we have to build 50 cities 
the size of Philadelphia today. 

Or to put it another way, the Committee on Urban Growth Policy 
has recommended that we should begin planning now for 100 new cities 
of 100,000 each, and 10 new cities of 1 million each—and yet even if 
we did this, it would accommodate only 20 percent of the added popula- 
tion we have to plan for the year 2000. 

Yet the other side of this coin of challenge is an enormous 
opportunity. 

Growth on such an heroic scale offers an unprecedented opportunity 
to shape that growth so that our cities and communities enhance man 
himself. 

More than anything else, it is these new tasks of the future—not the 
distant future, but the immediate future—that give urgency to the need 
to reform government today. 

We can command the future only if we can manage the present. 

The reforms I have proposed are designed to make this possible. 

Only if we clean out the unnecessary can we focus on the necessary. 

Only if we stop fighting the battles of the thirties can we take on the 
battles of the seventies. 

These reforms represent a New Federalism, a new humanism, and, 
I suggest also, a new realism. 

They are based not on theoretical abstractions, but on the hard 
experience of the past third of a century. 

They are addressed to the real problems of real people in a real 
world—and to the needs of the next third of a century. 

They represent not an end but a beginning—the beginning of a new 
era in which we confound the prophets of doom, and make government 
an instrument for casting the future in the image of our hopes. 

That task requires the best efforts of all of us together. 

It requires the best thinking of all of us together, as we choose our 
goals and devise the means of their achievement. 

But the future that beckons us also holds greater promise than any 
man has ever known. These reforms are steps in the direction of that 
promise—and as we take them, let us do so confident in the strength 
of America, firm in our faith that we can chart our destiny to the 
abundant spirit of a great and resourceful people. This spirit has been 
our strength. Marshaled in a new Spirit of ’76, giving force to our pur- 
poses and direction to our efforts, it can be our salvation. 

And now to those of you who are Governors here present tonight, 
I would like to add one personal note. Governor Ellington already indi- 
cated that we come from different parties, from different parts of the 
country, we represent different religions, different backgrounds. But we 
are all the same in one respect: We are men, we are women in the great 
field of politics. 
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Sometimes as I consider that field of politics and particularly as I 
talk to the wives of some of those who have chosen the field of politics. 
I realize how very difficult that particular assignment can seem to be. 

I think we have to look at this all in terms of the perspective of the 
times in which we live. As all of you know, I have had the opportunity 
of traveling both to Europe and to Asia during the first 7 months of 
my term of office. I visited the leaders in the great countries of both 
Europe and Asia. I have seen great civilizations and great governments 
and great peoples. 

When I returned to the United States, after meeting with these 
leaders, one truth always comes back home to me, and it is this: This 
is the period of time in which, whether peace or freedom survives in the 
world will depend upon what happens in the United States of America. 
And it depends not only on what a President will do, but it depends on 
what we do in all areas, government and nongovernmental. And par- 
ticularly in the field of government, it depends not only on what we do 
on the Federal level, but the State and local level as well. Because, if the 
United States is going to meet the challenge which is ours, to preserve 
peace and freedom in the world, to bear our fair share in this period, if 
we are going to be able to deserve that mantle of leadership which is 
ours, whether we want it or not, we are going to have to first demonstrate 
that we can handle our problems at home. 


I submit to all of you tonight, no men, no women, could have a 
more exciting challenge than this. Yes, the task is a great one. It is one 
that at times may seem frustrating. But I want to say to all of you that as 
we look toward the challenge of the last third of the century, as we look 
toward the decade of the seventies, and as we look toward that 200th 
anniversary of the American Declaration of Independence, 1976, I have 
great confidence in that future, confidence in it because I know that 
there are men and women in this country in the field of politics, in the 
field of Government, who are determined to make Government work, 
who are determined that this time in our history we will not fail in the 
challenge that is ours. 


Let me put it in historical perspective. When this Nation was 
founded in 1776—13 colonies, 3 million people, very weak militarily, poor 
economically—the men who founded this Nation said: “We act not 
just for ourselves, but for the whole human race.” 

That was a presumptuous thing for them to say then. But some 
way that Spirit of °76 appealed to all the world. 

Today the United States of America, because of its power, because 
of its wealth, because of what we stand for, does act for the whole human 
race. And that is the challenge that we face, and that is the challenge 
that I know we can meet. 

I am proud to work with the Governors of the 50 States, Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike, to see that America deals effectively with 
its problems at home, so that we can provide the example of leader- 
ship which will enable us to meet the challenges of keeping peace and 
freedom abroad.

Reform of the Nation’s Postal System 


The President’s Remarks at a News Briefing by 
Postmaster General Winton M. Blount, 

Thruston B. Morton, and Lawrence F. O’Brien. 
September 2, 1969 


Ladies and gentlemen: 


Iam flanked this morning by a bipartisan group which 
is gathered together for what I consider to be one of the 
top priority measures of this administration. 

Several months ago you will recall my meeting with 
the press in Washington, along with Postmaster General 
Blount, and indicating the complete support of this admin- 
istration for postal reform, the setting up of a Government 
corporation in place of the present system. 

Within the next 2 weeks a major decision will be made 
in the House of Representatives by the Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee with regard to the bill which 
will be reported to the House. This will be the first round 
in a very big battle as to whether we are to continue a 
system which has proved that it is inefficient, inadequate 
to meet the tremendous responsibilities that we have to- 
day, or whether we are to have a new system that will give 
this country what it deserves—fast, efficient postal service. 

This is a bipartisan measure, bipartisan in the sense 
that it was first recommended by President Johnson, and 
as indicated today, it is supported not only by the admin- 
istration and the Postmaster General, but by two former 
Chairmen of the National Committees, the former Demo- 
cratic National Chairman, Mr. O’Brien, and the former 
Republican National Chairman, Senator Morton. 

Mr. O’Brien, I should say, has had the position Mr. 
Blount has as Postmaster General, and is enthusiastically 
for this legislation. 

I simply want to say in conclusion, before they submit 
to your questions, that I believe that postal reform is high 
on the list of those items which I indicated in my speech 
last night need a new approach, an approach that will be 
adequate to the seventies. 

Our present postal system is obsolete; it has broken 
down; it is not what it ought to be for a nation of 200 
million people, and a nation that will be 300 million 
within 30 years. And now is the time to act. We are very 
happy to have the bipartisan support that we have, as 
indicated by this meeting this morning. 

The Postmaster General will take over, and I under- 
stand all three of you will answer questions—either on 
the Post Office or politically.

Announcement of Appointment of Two Members. 
September 2, 1969 


The President today announced the appointment of 
Levi Alexander Jackson of Detroit, Mich., and Elmer 
Gerald Banks, Jr., of Winter Park, Fla., to be members 
of the National Selective Service Appeal Board. They will 
replace Henry Gwiazda and Kenneth Clement, respec- 
tively, who have resigned. 

The Selective Service Appeal Board consists of three 
civilian members appointed by the President and has 
the authorization to finally determine all claims or ques- 
tions with respect to the inclusion of registrants for 
training and service under the Universal Military 
Training and Service Act. 

Banks, 36, is the president of the Commerical Bank, 
Winter Park, Fla., the South Seminole Bank in Fern 
Park, and the Combanks Corporation. 

Jackson, 41, is currently manager of retail personnel 
services on the marketing staff of Ford Motor Company 
in Dearborn, Mich. 

Banks attended public schools in Maitland and Winter 
Park, Fla., as well as Orlando (Florida) Junior College. 
He is married to the former Patricia Laughlin and they 
have three children.

Presidential Task Force 
on International Development 


Announcement of Appointment of Rudolph A. Peterson 
as Chairman. September 2, 1969 


The President today announced the appointment of 
Rudolph A. Peterson of San Francisco as Chairman of 
the Presidential Task Force on International Develop- 
ment. Mr. Peterson is president and chief executive of- 
ficer of the Bank of America. The full membership of 
the Task Force will be announced shortly. 

In his message to Congress on foreign aid, the President 
announced that he would establish a task force of private 
citizens to provide him with comprehensive recommenda- 
tions concerning the role of the United States in the 
whole area of assistance to the less developed countries 
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in the 1970's. He has directed the group to focus on the 
underlying rationale of the U.S. aid effort and its relation- 
ship to overall U.S. foreign policy. 

The President will look to the Task Force’s report, due 
next February, in developing his foreign assistance pro- 
gram for next year and beyond and in responding to the 
Javits amendment to the Foreign Assistance Act, which 
calls for a reappraisal of the U.S. aid effort and recom- 
mendations for future programs. The Task Force will also 
consider the recommendations of the internationally-spon- 
sored Pearson Commission, which are due this fall. 

Mr. Peterson, the Chairman of the Task Force, was 
born in Sweden in 1906 and is a 1925 graduate of the 
College of Commerce, University of California. After 
serving in various positions with the Commercial Credit 
Company, he joined the Bank of America in 1936 as a 
vice president. From 1946 to 1951, he was president of 
Allied Building Credits, Inc., of Los Angeles. Mr. Peter- 
son joined Transamerica Corporation of San Francisco 
in 1952 as a vice president and in 1956 became president 
of the Bank of Hawaii in Honolulu, serving in that posi- 
tion until 1961 when he again joined the Bank of America 
as vice chairman. 

Mr. Peterson, 64, has two children and four stepchil- 
dren. He and Mrs. Peterson, the former Barbara Lind- 
say, live in Piedmont, Calif.

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Disaster Assistance for West Virginia 


Announcement of Allocation of Funds for Repair 
of Damage Following Hurricane Camille. 
September 3, 1969 


The President today declared a major disaster for West 
Virginia because of damage resulting from heavy rainfall 
and floods in the southern and eastern portions of the 
State, beginning August 20. The President acted at the 
request of Governor Arch A. Moore, Jr. 

In signing the declaration, the President allocated 
$220,000 for such Federal assistance as repair or replace- 
ment of public property damaged or destroyed by this 
final backlash of Hurricane Camille. 

Federal officials, led by disaster specialists from the Of- 
fice of Emergency Preparedness regional headquarters in 
Olney, Md., are assisting State and community recovery 
and inspection teams. 

The OEP, through its regional offices, is charged with 
directing preparations for and Federal operations dur- 
ing and after major disasters, such as Camille’s devasta- 
tion in Mississippi, Louisiana, Virginia, and West Vir- 
ginia. The Office also will administer funds allocated to 
the State by the President’s action today, as provided by 
the Federal Disaster Act (Public Law 81-875).

Governor Nelson Rockefeller’s Mission 
to Latin America 


The President’s Letter to Governor Rockefeller Upon 
Receiving the Governor’s Report. September 3, 1969 


Dear Nelson: 


As you know, it was my conviction from the earliest 
moment of my Administration that our policies toward 
Latin America and the way in which we conceived of our 
relationships with the other nations of this hemisphere 
needed a fresh and comprehensive re-examination. It was 
evident during the past several years that the area had 
been experiencing profound change which had deeply af- 
fected institutions, attitudes and relationships, and had set 
in motion new dynamics of which we were only beginning 
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to be aware. Yet the assumptions and conceptions that 
guided our policy had remained relatively static during 
this same period. 

I concluded, therefore, that it would be advisable to 
send a mission to the other American Republics to con- 
sult with leaders and people, to listen to their points of 
view and then to recommend to me measures that we 
could take to develop new policies, and more effective 
relationships. As you know, during my first day in office, 
I discussed the question of U.S.-Latin American relations 
with Galo Plaza, Secretary General of the OAS, and he 
suggested that you be asked to head such a mission. 

I cannot express to you adequately enough my appre- 
ciation and admiration for the dedicated, courageous and 
efficient way in which you and your associates carried out 
this trust. I consider this inconvenience and sacrifice of 
time to have been tremendously useful and worthwhile. It 
has dramatized our concern with the relationships that 
unite us with our sister Republics, it has focused attention 
on the problems and concerns of our neighbors and it has 
provided the Administration with an informed and fresh 
perspective of our relationships and policies. 

I consider your mission in all of its aspects—both the 
personal contacts and the analysis and recommendations 
you are now submitting—to have constituted a signal 
contribution to our Latin American policy. Your report 
and its recommendations will be a central point of refer- 
ence in the formulation of new policies toward the other 
nations of the hemisphere. I will submit your report and 
its proposals very promptly to the National Security 
Council for its study and appropriate action, and I am 
confident that these recommendations will play a vital 
part in the construction of sensitive new concepts and 
programs. 

Please accept again my very sincere gratitude and ap- 
preciation for all that you have done, and for the devotion 
and dedication which you brought to this task. Please 
express my appreciation as well to your staff and to the 
advisors who also gave so generously and unselfishly of 
their time and energy.

National Endowment for the Arts 


Statement by the President Upon Appointing 
Nancy Hanks as Chairman of the Endowment. 
September 3, 1969 


One of the important goals of my administration is the 
further advance in the cultural development of our Na- 
tion. We build on strong foundations; in almost every 
artistic field our country has had monumental achieve- 
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ment in this century. But the Federal Government has a 
vital role as catalyst, innovator, and supporter of public 
and private efforts for cultural development and its spe- 
cific agency for this purpose is the National Endowment 
for the Arts, to which I have today appointed Miss Nancy 
Hanks of New York as Chairman. I anticipate that soon 
she will be joined by a deputy of equal stature. 

Miss Hanks has my full confidence and will have my 
fuil cooperation. 

The concept of the National Endowment for the Arts 
accords with the administration’s policy of stimulating 
State action through Federal incentive. It is to be noted 
that a most important part of the national arts program is 
support of the arts councils of the various States. One 
major result of the activities of the Endowment is that 
every State now has an arts council. 

Also, the Endowment seeks to assist both public and 
private cultural activities worthy of its support which 
would otherwise fall below the margin of feasibility. This 
cooperation with public entities on State and local levels 
and with private activities is another tenet of this 
administration. 

Finally, the Endowment is designed to give special 
attention to areas of the country which would not other- 
wise be adequately reached by modern development in 
arts, theater, design, and other cultural activities, and this 
again—the broadening and deepening of the intellectual 
and cultural life of all areas of our country—is a funda- 
mental objective of this administration. 

It is my expectation that the States, colleges and uni- 
versities, civic groups, and public cultural institutions at 
every level will both see and seize this new, historic op- 
portunity for realizing the finest qualities of artistic 
creativity and enjoyment throughout our country. I shall 
hope to give leadership to this effort and urge the Congress 
to do the same, so that we may have the full benefit of 
what is for us a relatively new governmental activity in 
the cultural field but which has vital importance for the 
welfare of our people and the future of our Nation.

National Endowment for the Arts 


Announcement of Intention To Appoint Nancy Hanks 
as Chairman of the Endowment and of the National 
Council on the Arts. September 3, 1969 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Nancy Hanks of New York City to be Chairman of 
the National Council on the Arts for a term of 4 years. 
She succeeds Roger L. Stevens, whose term expired 
March 11, 1969. 

Miss Hanks is currently president of the Associated 
Councils of the Arts, a national nonprofit membership 
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organization concerned with the support and develop. 
ment of the arts in the United States and Canada. 

Miss Hanks is an elected member of the Council of the 
American Association of Museums, a trustee of the 
Museum of Primitive Art in New York City and of the 
Mary Duke Biddle Gallery for the Blind at the North 
Carolina Museum of Art. She is a trustee, also, of Duke 
University in Durham, N.C., and of Robert College in 
Istanbul, Turkey. 

Since 1956, Miss Hanks has served as executive secre- 
tary of the Special Studies Project of the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund. In this capacity, she directed the staff 
work for the Rockefeller Panel on the Performing Arts, 
which was chaired by John D. Rockefeller 3d. “The Per- 
forming Arts: Problems and Prospects,” published in 
1965, was the first comprehensive study of the performing 
arts in the United States and is popularly known as the 
“bible” in the field. 

She served in 1967-68 as a member of the Museum 
Needs Committee that considered the problems confront- 
ing the Nation’s museums at the request of the President. 
“America’s Museums: The Belmont Report,” published 
in 1969, analyzes the condition, needs, and possible solu- 
tions to the critical problems facing the country’s 
museums. 

Miss Hanks’ previous Government experience includes 
staff positions in the Office of Defense Mobilization 
(1951-52), President’s Advisory Committee on Govern- 
ment Organization (1953), Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare (1953-54), and the Special 
Projects Office of the White House (1955). 

Miss Hanks was a magna cum laude graduate of Duke 
University in 1949 and a member of Phi Beta Kappa. 
While there she was active in student affairs and served 
as president of the student government. She also studied 
at the University of Colorado and Oxford University in 
England. 

Miss Hanks was born in Miami Beach, Fla., December 
31, 1927, and is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 
Hanks, who presently live in Fort Worth, Tex.

The Construction Industry 


Statement by the President Upon Directing a Reduction 
in Government Construction and Other Actions 
Affecting the Industry. September 4, 1969 


The cost of building a home or an apartment house has 
become exorbitant. 

The Housing Act of 1968 sets as a goal 26 million 
houses in the next decade. Unless fundamental action 
is taken now to reduce the rise in housing prices, the 
Nation will fall far short of that goal. Low income groups, 
and a large share of Americans who are better off as well, 
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face the danger of being priced out of the housing market. 

Moreover, the rapidly rising costs of housing are a 
particular cause for major concern when we are striving 
to bring the forces of inflation under control. 

Artificial means of holding down housing prices— 
whether through persuasion or coercion—cannot be 
effective in the long run. We must take action that will 
directly affect construction supply and demand, which 
is what really determines prices. 

The demand for construction is clearly here and must 
be met; this means that government must move to affect 
supply—specifically, to enlarge the industry’s capacity 
and thereby reduce the upward pressure on the cost of 
construction of new housing. 

The great construction industry today accounts for 
almost 10 percent of our entire national output. Besides 
providing us with housing, this industry constructs the 
industrial and commercial complexes that enlarge job 
opportunities, and it meets government needs—from post 
offices to our far-flung highway system. 

The entire construction industry has been laboring 
under demands that have strained its capacity. And 
these heavy demands will continue. 

It is clear, therefore, that two types of action are now 
needed: For the near term, we must take steps to re- 
lieve immediate strains in the industry. And for the long 
term, we must take actions now to accelerate the growth 
in this industry’s basic capacity to build. 

Accordingly, I am taking action today that will help 
us get started toward more orderly building for the 1970's. 

First, 1 am directing all agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to put into effect immediately a 75 percent re- 
duction in new contracts for government construction. 
This limitation, which will continue until conditions ease, 
will still permit projects of the highest social priority to 
be carried forward. 

Although this action will cause some hardships, it will 
also release resources for home building where the need 
is great and where severe strains are already being felt. 

Second, I strongly urge the State and local govern- 
ments to follow the example of the Federal Government by 
cutting back temporarily on their own construction plans. 
The degree and promptness with which they respond to 
this plea for partnership in action will be watched care- 
fully. If the response proves insufficient, I shall need to 
restrict the commitments for construction that can be 
financed through Federal grants. Should this step become 
unavoidable, the States and localities will, of course, be 
given due notice, so that they can adjust their affairs 
properly, 

Third, I also urge businessmen to reappraise their 
current construction plans, and to postpone projects that 
are not immediately essential. 

Fourth, I am directing the Secretaries of Labor and 
Health, Education and Welfare to move promptly to 
provide for manpower training and vocational education 
m order to achieve a major increase in needed skilled 
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labor for the construction industry. A shortage of skilled 
manpower is at the root of many problems faced by this 
industry. 

Fifth, I am today establishing a Cabinet Committee 
on Construction. This Committee will be responsible for 
reviewing the vast range of Federal activities affecting the 
industry in order to assure that government is not in its 
own programs and policies a major source of problems 
for the industry. It will also appraise the Nation’s needs 
for construction, trends in resources available for build- 
ing and financing, developments in wages and other costs 
and prices, problems of seasonality and technology, labor- 
management problems, and other matters pertinent to 
assuring that the Nation’s on-going construction needs are 
served in an orderly and efficient manner. 

The members of the Committee will consist of the 
Secretaries of Commerce, Labor, Housing and Urban 
Development, Transportation, the Postmaster General, 
and the Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, 
who will also act as Chairman of this Cabinet Committee. 

The Committee will consult regularly with representa- 
tives of industry, unions, and the public. In this connec- 
tion, I am directing the Secretary of Labor to explore 
the establishment of a mechanism to facilitate cooperation 
with union and employer groups in the solution of col- 
lective bargaining and related problems. 

I shall direct the Cabinet Committee to report regu- 
larly to me on development in the industry and on their 
recommendations for actions to improve its performance. 

With such actions we shall lay the foundation for 
orderly market conditions and ample productive resources 
in the construction industry. For this next decade, which 
may very well call for over $1 trillion of new construction, 
we are preparing for another great chapter in the building 
of our Nation.

General Pulaski’s Memorial Day, 1969 


Proclamation 3926. September 5, 1969 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


One hundred and ninety years ago, a young Polish 
patriot in exile gave his life in the cause of American 
freedom and independence. 

Count Casimir Pulaski came to America and joined 
the Continental Army. He fought with great valor and 
was promoted by the Congress to the rank of brigadier 
general in recognition of his military leadership at the 
Battle of Brandywine. He raised and commanded a cay- 
alry unit which won fame as the Pulaski Legion. 

On October 11, 1779, General Pulaski died of wounds 
received two days earlier while leading a cavalry charge 
in the Battle of Savannah. 
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It is fitting that on the anniversary of his death we pay 
grateful tribute to this gallant Pole, and to the millions 
of his countrymen in America who have contributed to 
this nation’s growth and to the defense of its freedoms, 

Now, THereFore, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate 
Saturday, October 11, 1969, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day; and I direct the appropriate Government 
officials to display the flag of the United States on all 
Government buildings on that day. 

I also invite the people of the United States to observe 
the day with appropriate ceremonies in honor of the 
memory of General Pulaski and his dedication to the 
defense of liberty. 

In Witness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
this fifth day of September, in the year of our Lord 
nineteen hundred sixty-nine, and of the Independence 
of the United States of America the one hundred 
ninety-fourth.
